Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 3-5 are canceled. 

2. Claims 1, 2 and 6-8 are allowed. 

3. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 1, 2 and 6-8, the prior art, either singularly or in combination, does not 
teach or suggest a multi-function peripheral, comprising: 

a scanning module located on the transparent board for selectively scanning the recording 

media; 

a printing module located on the recording media path and adjacent to the recording 
media exit for selectively printing the recording media, the recording media being moved on the 
recording media path and discharged out of the casing through the recording media exit; and 

a plurality of guiding means located on the recording media path and on two sides of the 
printing module to maintain flatness of the recording media for printing, the guiding means 
including at least two rollers between the printing module and the scanning module, the rollers 
having a gap formed there between to allow the recording media to pass through by rolling, each 
of the rollers including an axle with a plurality of pressing elements mounted thereon for 
channeling the recording media to move in a rolling fashion. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
